rlso nvUle, was burglarized last nigh t, 
and $4000 in mo ney, nearly all

Nitro glycerin was used, and th ere 
were two explo sio ns, but th e do o rs 
and windo ws o f th e bank h ad been se­ 
curely muffled, and th ere was very 


little no ise. 
To o ls taken fro m a blacksmith sh o p 


were used in breaking Into th e bank, 


and were left o n th e bank flo o r wh en 


th e Jo b was flnlsh ed. 
Th e bank vault was demo lish ed and 
th e safe badly damaged. So far as re­ 
po rted to Mr. Keyser, th ere is no clew 
to th e identity o f th e ro bbers.

•Shall condemned murderes be vlvi- 
aected?” writes the Chicago corres­ 
pondent of the Baltimore American. 
This question, raised by Chancellor 
E. Benjamin Andrews, of the 
Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska, in an address in 
Uncoln. Neb,. Wednesday, was put 
to three condemned murderers in the 
county Jail yesterday. They discussed 
it with vigor. Johann Hoch, “Jocko” 
Briggs. John Mueller, the first two of 
whom have obtained a respite and the 
other sentenced Saturday to be hanged 
on December 15, failed to agree on 
the advisability of submitting them­ 
selves to surgeons. 
Hoch favored it 
to a certain extent- 
It was explained lo Mueller on his 
saying he would “rather face the rope” 
that Prof. Andrews in his address to 
students at the university suggested 
that it would be w^ell, where criminals 
volunteered to be made subjects of 
anatomical study, to expunge their 
criminal records. The suggestion car­ 
ried with it some hope of freedom 
where criminals recovered from Intri­ 
cate operations. 
The light of hope shot into Mueller’s 
face. *T’d take a chance on that, I be­ 
lieve,” he said at last. “If I recovered 
I might be happy again, and I’d know

Virgil Earp, 
together 
with 
his 
brother W yatt, the referee, and “ Bat” 
M asterson, formed a trio of adventure­ 
some men who started out to estab­ 
lish law and order in the early days 
when shotguns and revolvers played 
important parts in W estern civiliza­ 
tion. 
He was chief of police of Tomb­ 
stone, Ariz., when that locality was 
the haven of many desperate charac­ 
ters, and soon rid the vicinity of all 
the so-called *‘bad'* men. 
Earp had a varied career, and bis 
life's history reads like a romance. 
The Oregonian of April 22,189 9 , had 
the following on the noted frontiers­ 
man. which was occasioned by his 
visit to his wife and daughter: 
“ Virgil W. Earp, brother of W yatt 
Earp, of Sharkey-Fitzsimmons 
fight 
fame, and a man with a record of his 
own, is in Portland enjoying a reun­ 
ion with his first wife and his only 
daughter, neither of whom he has seen 
for 39 years. 
The wife is now the 
widow of Thomas Easton, and Earp 
has another at Prescott, Ariz. 
The 
story of the separation is one of those 
romances which give color to the ad­ 
age that trath 
once 
in a while is 
stranger than fiction. 
“ Earp was married to his first wife, 
then Ellen Sysdam, at Oskaloosa, la., 
in February, 1860. 
He was then 17 
years old and she was still younger. 
The parents of 
both 
young people 
strenuously opposed the match—the 
girl's parents 
because they did not 
want their daughter, who was a na­ 
tive of Holland, 
to 
marry into an 
American family; Earp's because he 
was too young. 
So the wedding was 
kept secret, the couple got only an 
occasional opportunity
